With a limited at­ 
tendance. so to speak, it is said that 
the interest on investment or income 
Is enough to furnish every inmate a 
trip to Europe each winter, with ac­ 
commodations at the best summer ho. 
tels in the summer.

times in Providence, when there was 
a great need of work for poor people, 
an old clause in the Dexter will pro­ 
viding for a stone wall built around 
the place was taken advantage of and 
many poor people were given work.—

Washington. Jan. 23.—“Thez have 
no seed to plant and no animals to do 
their plowing with; and this condi­ 


tion of affairs has gone on for so long 


that they have lost 
all 
desire 
for 
work; they simply want to lie down 
in the mud and die. There were peo­ 
ple lying on either side of the road­ 
way. 
T hese.were all beggars and all 
starving. 
A few years ago the ma­ 
jority of them had been successful 
farmers, but now they have absolutely 
nothing. 
There was not a day that 
I did not pass two or three bodies of 
men, women and children lying in 
the stretch. 
When the people got 
tired and gave up, they simply drop­ 
ped down where they were and died; 
they did not even go to the raised 
track on the side, but dropped in the 
road, where they lay unburied. 
“I came across the emaciated body 
of a boy, 5 or 6 years old. His throat 
had been cut and a piece of palier 
was pinned on him which stated that 
his father and mother had nothing to 
give him to eat; and the children of 
the village were 
standing 
around 
looking at the corpse. 
There were some of the observa­ 
tions of C. D. Jameson, a Red Cross 
engineer, sent to inspect the famine 
district in China, and to report on 
the possibility of food preven*ion in 
the Hawaii valley The appalling con­ 
ditions apply to nearly 3,©00,000 peo 
pie, and unless outside relief is in­ 
stantly forthcoming, it is declared, 
untold thousands of these must die 
before the scanty new crops are rip­ 
ened and gathered. 
Consul Geno-al Wilder at Shanghai 
has seconded Mr. Jameson’s appeal 
in a letter directed to Miss Mabel T 
Boardman, 
of 
the 
American 
Red 
Cross, in which he declares that bad 
as was the situation last year new 
elements have entered into it to make 
it worse, and to justify an ith er appeal 
to the Red Cross and, through it, to 
charitable Americans. 
In tho first 
place, the new plan of the relief com­ 
mittee makes sure that the funds are 
to be expended in return for work un­ 
der the plans of Mr. Jameson, am 
there will be no free distribution of 
food except to those incapacitated for 
work. 
Mr. Jameson has reported that the 
prevention of damage 
by 
ordinary 
floods is possible and the building of 
proper dikes and the deepening of 
water courses would 
reclaim 
enor­ 
mous stretches of land and provide 
work for famine sufferers. The build 
ing of roads also would furnish em­ 
ployment and every dollar would be 
well silent. 
Three dollars in gold would pro­ 
vide work for one family and save it 
from starvation for a month. Fifteen 
dollars would carry a family through 
until the barley harvest. 
Notwith­ 
standing the rebellion, police and mil­ 
itary protection is assured for suffi­ 
cient area to work in at present, re­ 
gardless of the faction in control. 
For more than two months in Nan­ 
king from 400 to 800 men have been 
employed on useful work by the re­ 
lief committee, even during the bom­ 
bardment of the city. 
A reassuring feature, according to 
Mr. Wilder, is that in the future the 
Chinese government itself will be in 
better condition to take care ot its 
own. The revolution in part is attrilv- 
utable to the inability of the old go\ 
em inent to grapple with famine con 
ditions, and whatever form the new 
government may take, the mitigation 
of famines will be a distinct featur< 
of the program. 
Mr. Wilder, in his 
report says: 
“The present famine conditions are 
inextricably entwined with the rebel­ 
lion. 
Industry is generally interrupt­ 
ed, shops closed more or less every- 
whe»e: there is anarchy to a great 
degree; much looting and insecurity 
of possessions. 
It is inevitable that 
within a few weeks the conditions 
will be dreadful. 
I can only say that 
one can hardly conceive of our peo­ 
ple not participating in the relief, 
presumably through the familial Red 
Cross channel and by an appeal to the 
country. 
Remaps we in China h a\e 
not been able to impress on AV ash- 
ington the supreme nature of the ex 
treme seriousness of the situation this 
w inter. 
The Red Cross has acted immedi­ 
ately and sent out an urgent appear 
for contributions.

Inspector Says Plan Was to Use P’ay 
ing Card 
Boxes— Receipts 
$200 a Day.

York.—For 
sending 
opium 
I through the mails, in violation of the 
new* penal code, Lee Dick, twenty-six 
years old, said by postal inspectors to 
have carried on the most extensive 
traffic In opium in the country, was 
held in $1,000 ball for trial by United 
States Commissioner Craig. 
Testifying 
before 
Commissioner 
Craig, Inspector Corte!you said that 
Dick 
received 
approximately 
$200 
daily for the opium he sent to ail 
parts of the country. 
His pian, the inspector said, was to 
send opium in small tin boxes and 
playing-card boxes. 
His patrons, ac­ 
cording to the inspector, returned the 
boxes with the money. 
Mr. CortelyOu 
declared Dick s customers are scat­ 
tered all over the country, as far 
south as Florida and west almost to 
the Pacific coast. 
Until the new penal code was adopt­ 
ed by the government, persons who 
sent opium and other habit-forming 
drugs through the mails were not lia­ 
ble to arrest. 
The only penalty was 
confiscation of the drugs when found. 
Under the new law', the offender is 
liable ton fine of $1,000 and two years’ 
imprisonment.

Woman — His 


Fame Is World-Wide. 


Falmouth, 
England, 
Jan. 
23 — 
Charles Wells, the 
plunger 
known 
throughout Europe as “Monte Carlo” 
U ells. and a woman calling herself 
Jeanne Peris, were arrested on board 
the yacht Excelsior herr* on a charge 
of obtaining $350,OOH I y fraud. 


Wells and the young woman, who 
is passing as his niece, have been in 
Falmouth several weeks living quietly 
on the yacht. 
Wells devoted most of 
his time to fishing. 
The arrest was 
effected quietly in the yacht’s cabin 
and the pair was taken to the police 
station, where Wells said: 


“I am the man about whom was 
written the song. 
‘The 
Man 
Who 
Broke the Bank at Monte Carlo.’ ” 
The police assert he is identical 
with the Luc leu Rivier who vanished 
suddenly from Paris last April after 
effecting a brilliant coup by promising 
to pay small investors I per cent a 
day on all money deposited with him. 
At first the bait was taken by only a 
few dupes, but later, as the interest 
was paid regularly, an enormous busi­ 
ness was done. 
When Rivier had col 
iected $1,750,000 from France he dis­ 
appeared 
Tho Paris detectives sus­ 
pected that Mile. Peris had fled with 
Rivier and set a watch on her sister.
